NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th July, 1984 

NO. 202184-CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 518(E):—Fn exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (I ) of section 25 of 
the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Cen¬ 
tal Government, being satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
float glass when imported into India for the 
manufacture of side-door glass for use as origi¬ 
nal equipment in the manufacture of fuel effi¬ 
cient motor cars of engine capacity not exceed¬ 
ing 100 cubic centimetres from— 

(a) so much of the duty of customs which 

is leviable thereon under the First 
Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 
(51 of 1975), as is in excess of the 
amount calculated at the rate of 25 per 

cent ad valorem; and 

(b) the whole of the additional duty levi¬ 
able thereon under section 3 of the 
said Customs Tariff Act, 

subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(i) that the said lloat glass are imported by 

a manufacturer of fuel efficient motor 
car of engine capacity not exceeding 
1000 cub'c centimetres: 

(ii) the exemption contained herein shall be 

applicable only to those float glass 
which arc certified by an officer not 
below the rank of an Industrial Ad¬ 
viser or Additional Industrial Adviser 


in the Directorate General of Techni¬ 
cal Development and an officer not 
below the rank of a Joint Secretary in 
the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Heavy Industry), to be re¬ 
quired for the manufacture of side- 
door glass for use as original equip¬ 
ment in the manufacture. of fuel effi¬ 
cient motor cors of engine capacity not 
exceeding 1000 cubic centimetres; and 

(iii) the importer shall, within such period 
as the Assistant Collector of Customs 
may specify in this behalf produce a 
certificate from the Industrial Adviser 
or the Additional Industrial Adviser of 
the Directorate General 'of Technical 
Development, to the effect that the 
said float glass have been used for the 
aforesaid purpose. 

Explanation.— For the purposes of this noti¬ 
fication, “fuel efficient motor car” in respect of a 
motor car of engine capacity not exceeding 1000 
cubic centimetres means a motor car which is 
certified to run not less than 20 kilometres per 
litre of petrol by an officer not below the rank of 
a Joint Secretary in the Ministry of Industry 
(Department of Heavy Industry) on the basis of 
lie tests (hereinafter referred to as the fuel effici¬ 
ency test) carried out by the Vehicle Research 
Developmnt Establishment of the Minisrty of Def¬ 
ence, Ahmednagar (Maharashtra) or the Auto¬ 
motive Research Association af India, Pune 
(Maharashtra), having regard to the following, 
namely :— 

(a) the fuel-efficiency test shall be conduc¬ 
ted with a payload of 300 kilograms; 

(b) the fuel-efficiency test shall be conduc¬ 

ted using petrol having an octane level 
not exceeding 87; and 

(c) the fuel-efficiency test shall be carried 

out, on a selected level test track at a 
steady speed of 50 kilometres per hour 
for a minimum stretch of one kilo¬ 
metre and the average of 20 runs, 
comprising of 10 runs in each direction 
shall be taken tor carrying out the test 
and the test figures shall be corrected to 
sea level altitude and to + 20'C ambient 
temperature. 

2. This notification shall be in force upto and 
inclusive of the 31st day of July, 1989.
